it 
apparently

not 
aroused rhe interest in the eountv 
wh.ch kt was generally Ixdieved it 
would. 
The* q uestion of whether 
hospital shall W built hv the eountv 
on the site of the old fair grounds 
east of Rushville, will be settled at 
a speeial elec tion next Tuesday. The 
polls will be of>en all day iu the var 
ious preeinets of the eountv, just as 
in a general election. 
The most common comment heard 
is that the hospital will he defeated 
at the election, 
011 the theory that 
those who are opi» osed to it will vote 
against it, and that the majority of 
those who favor it will not take in­ 
terest enough 
in 
the 
q uestion to 
vote. 
Judging from the opinions which 
are being expressed, the q uestion of 
the site does not enter into the con­ 
troversy as much as does the q ues­ 
tion of the actual need of a hos­ 
pital, and the expense entailed. The 
objection 
most 
voiced, 
especially 
among farmers, is that the cost will 
place too great ft burden on the tax­ 
payers at this time when the eountv 
ha* passed through the war period, 
when freq uent calls were made for 
contributions to patriotic funds and 
for subscriptions to Liberty loans. 
On the other hand, those who fav ­ 
or the hospital, answer this objec­ 
tion with the argument that the er­ 
ection of a hospital will he money 
wisely spent 
because 
disease 
and 
epidemics are likely to be more fre ­ 
q uent following the war.

by tbe house of representatives. 
A resolution to this effect, intro­ 
duced by Representative Symons of 
enry county, was adopted by the 
louse. 
Representative Laughlin, speaking 


111 favor of the resolution, declared 
that the public service 
commission 
authorized to spend only $50,00(1 
year but asked for 
$000.000 and 
ast year spent $100,000. 
“We must 
now where the rest of this money 
goes'” he said. 


With the passage of the new re­ 
venue bill the problem 
of making 
out an income tax return for 19 1S 
is presented to hundreds of taxpay­ 
ers in Rush county. 
Last year the 
taxpayer 
had to 
keep in mind the .provisions of

were effective.

The new 
revenue bill, 
however, 
contains a 
number of important changes, with 
which, in order fully to comply*with 
the law, taxpayers 
must

themselves. 
Probably 
the 
most 
importa nt 
hange affecting individuals is the 
ate, the exemptions of $1,000 
for 
single persons and $2,000 for m ar­ 
ried persons and heads of families 
remaining the 
same 
as 
under the 
9 17 aet. 
The normal rate of tax 
under the new aet is 0 per cent 
011 
the first $4,000 of net income above 
the exemptions and 12 per cent on 
the remaining net income. 
This ap­ 
plies to every citizen and resident of 
the Gnited States. 
Alien non-res­ 
idents of the U nited-States having 
property here are taxed 
011 the in- 
orae from that property to the full 
12 ]>er cent of the n(Wtna1 tax. 
For 
19 19 and subseq uent years the rates 
are fiixed at 4 and 8 per cent, 
ro- 
s]» cctively. 
Under the 19 17 act the 
normal rate was 2 percent on 
net 
•ncome jn exeess o-f the exemptions. 
Under the 101G 
act 
the normal 
rate was 2 per cent'on the net in­ 
come of single persons in excess of 
$3,(» 9 0 and 2 per cent

would. The question of whether a 
hospital shall l>e built by the -county 
on th"e site of the old fair grounds 
east of R-ushvflle, -will be settled at 
axspecial election next Tuesday. The 
polls will he open all day in the var- 
ious precincts of the county, just as 
in a general election. 


The most -common comment heard 


is that the hospital will be defeated 
at the election, on the theory that 
those -who are opposed to it will vote 
against it, and that the majority of 
those who favor it will not take in- 
terest enough in the 
question (o 


vote. 


Judging from, the opinions which 


are being expressed, the question of 
the site does not enter into the con- 
troversy as much as does the ques- 
tion of the actual need of a hos- 
liit'al, and the expense entailed. "The 
objection most - voiced, especially 
among' farmers, is that the cost will 
place too great a burden on the tax- 
payers at this time when the county 
lias passed through the war period, 
when frequent calls were made for 
contributions to patriotic funds and 
for subscriptions -to liberty loans. 


On the other hand, those -who fav- 


or the hospital, answer this objec- 
tion with the argument that the er- 
ection of a hospital wall be^money 
wisely sperit because disease and 
epidemics are likely to be more fre-
